aad that body proceeded to fix the 
compensation for the city's officials 
oa a basis that would have done 
credit to "Boss" Cos. 


There was at the time a mighty 


protest from republicans and demo- 
crats alike, over the enormous in- 
crease in expense the new salary as- 
signments would create, but the deed 
was done, and the salaries remained 
as then fixed until last night when 
the council, with the exception of 
Hillery C. Napier, voted radical re- 
ductions, affecting every city official 
:except the auditor, whose term does 
not expire with this year. 


No public action has for years 


created the favorable discussion this 
has, save among those who look 
upon a public office as a private snap, 
and graft not as theft. 
! 
The action of council meets with 


the hearty commendation of the dem- 
ocratic candidates for city positions. 


Louis Koch, when asked for an 


expression on the subject, said: 


"A republican council fixed the 


salaries -now operative, and when 
the present couucil saw the ship was 
sinking under the weight of taxes 
the high salaries imposed, they gave 
evidence of at least a desire to re- 
treiu-h. 


"! have always thought the city's 


pay roll was exorbitant, and that 
good men, men willing to, give their 
time a«d ability to the management 
of affairs could be found who would 
be willing to lake municipal places 
at a less figure than is Being paid. 


"Then there is another thing that 


has struck me forcibly, and that is 
that the salaries of officials have all 
been too high in comparison with 
the wages paid to the laboring men 
in the employ of the city." 


Wilbur Fisk said; 
"I approve of 


the reduction in salaries o£ city offi- 
cials, and i heartily endorse it as a 
move toward retrenchment in public 
expenditures. Ic is in Hue with what 
democrats, the democratic press; aad 
hundreds 
of 
republicans in Lima 


have been advocating since the sal- 
aries were fixed under the municipal 
code, and it will equalize Jin unjust 
discrimination that bus been made 
against common, laborers. 


"I have always contended that sal- 


aries were too high for city officials, 
and I believe that even though rad- 
iieal reductions have been made, that 
.there will be plenty of -ocd and cap- 
able men found to ace pt the posi- 
tions." 


Mr. William Wilson, foreman at 


Sinclair & Morrison's shop, said to a 
Times-Democrat representative: 


"For a long time the people have 


been of the opinion that city salaries 
were too high, and If they want me 
to serve them, and think ?1,OQO per 
year is enough, I shall do so with a 
ful! consciousness of my duty to all 
tax-payers, but truly I am doing 
better than that her in the shop. 


"I think, however, the republicans 


should have sprung this economy 
deal long before ili-sy did, and not 
have waited until they thought they 
were going to lose out on the election. 
Coming just at this time it looks like 
a play for revenge."
